‘But I feel 
far two young to give up work alu 
wether, and after my retireme@t | 
ehall start as a private enquiry agent.

Chief Luspector Dew is only torty- 
seven years old. He was barely uine-

He wus one of the detectives in 
Vestigatiug the series of Jack the Rip- 
per crimes, and it was for his energy 
in this work that he was given the 
tank of detective sergeant. He rose 
rapidly, and became inspector at Bow 
street, which led to his gaining the 
post of chiet inspector four years ago 


in succession to Mr. Froest.

CONSERVATION OF CANADA'S 
FORESTS NECESSARY 


The Canadian Forestry Association, 
Though Only Ten Years in Exist- 
ence, Has Done a Magnificent work 
—Objects Will be discussed in| 


Convention at the City of Quebec |“ 


in January. 


Ottawa.—As short a time ago as the 
year 1900 the subject of scientific for- 
practically un- 
known in Canada, but events have 
moved so rapidly that the announce- 
ment that Sir Wilfrid Laurier has is- 
sued a call for a Dominion Forestry 
Convention to meet under the au- 
spices of the Canadian Forestry As- 
sociation in the city of Quebec, Janu- 
ary 18-19, 1911, has resulted in such 
an amount of interest. being aroused 
that it is now practically assured that 
a great working convention will be 
the result. 

As the result of the previous con- 
ventions and the work of the Cana- 
dian Forestry Association, fish and 
game associations and similar organ- 
izations, the public mind has been 
considerably aroused on the question 
of conservation, and the aim of this 
convention will be to point out prac- 
tical ways in which this aroused and 
enlightened public opinion can work 
to save Canada’s forests and all that 
depend upon them. 

pon the maintenance of forests on 
the non-arable lands about the head- 
waters of our streams depend the 
evenness of flow, the water powers 
and the navigation capacities of our 
rivers. Hence arises the importance 
of the forests to the manufacturer for 
his power and the shipper who uses 
te waters of rivers and canals for the 
transportation of freight. Agriculture 
is badly affected by too close cutting, 
and much more by the ruthless de- 
struction of our forests. 

The railways need ties and lumber, 
the mines the props without which 
mining cannot be carried on. Cities 
need power and good water. People 
need Boniiie and recreation grounds | 
and health resorts. 

The tourist travel to a well-forested 
back country will be an immense 
trade, bringing millions into Canada 
when properly developed. These are 
apart from the first use of the forest 
—that of providing fuel,Nogs for the 
sawmills and the raw materials for 
furniture factories, wagon factories, 
handle factories and hundred other 
industries. 

The Commission of Conservation, of 
which Hon. Clifford Sifton is chair- 
man, will meet in the city of Quebec 
the same week, so that there will be 
a gathering of experts and udminis- 
trators to give the statistics and the 
technical side, while the Forestry 
Convention will translate these into 
practical work and show what the 
people and the governments of Con- 
ada should do to save and develop 
the great asset this country has in 
her forests.

;, As the review suggested for today 
lis wholly concerning some events in 
|the last week of His earthly sojourn, 
His death and His resurrection, we 
cannot do better than to take the 
;Christmas lesson suggested, as He 
was made of a woman, made under 
jthe law, to redeem them that were 
under the law (Gal. iv, 4, 5). This. 
| Was all in the fullness of time, and 
when another fullness of time shall 
have come He will cume again to ful- 
fill all that is written of His kingdom 
jand glory as literally as at His first 
coming He fulfilled all that was writ- 
|ten of His humiliation. All nations: 
| will be mcved as far as need be to 
| bring about the events connected with 
His return, as at the first Caesar was 
moved, he knew not why, to decree 
that all the world should be enrolled. 
A Jewish decree would require only 
| the men to go (Ex. xxiii, 17), but it is 
evident that the Roman decree_re- 
quired women as well as men. Had 
|He been put to death by the Jews it 
‘would have been by stoning, but the 
prediction required crucifixion (Ps- 
xxii, 16), and the Romans were_ in 
power at His death as well as at His 
birth, that all Scripture might be ful- 
\filled. Dr. Pierson says that ‘‘all his 
|tory is His story,” and it must be 
true that all events in all nations are 
| working out the eternal purpose which 
has been purposed in Christ Jesus. 
Doubtless many a Jewish woman 
coveted to be the one of whom Isa. 
vii, 14, snake, but it was reserved for 
this humble maiden of Nazareth to be 
thus honored. It had to be some one 
of the tribe of Judah, and the birth 
jhad_to be in Bethlehem (Gen, xlix, 
'10; Mic. v. 2). This had been decreed 
centuries before—yea, before the world 
was. So they came to Bethlehem, to 
\the same city to which Ruth came 
'with Naomi and where David after- 
| ward kept his father’s sheep. But the 
jguest chamber was not ready; there 
|was no room for them in the inn. 
| These words ‘inn’ and “guest cham- 
| ber’ (verse 7 and xxii, 11) are the 
{same words and, I think, used only in 
| those two places. (Look it up. I have 
;no Greek concordance at hand.) Can 
}vou truly say “There is room in my 
| heart, Lord Jesus, room for Thee?” 
| From the story of Hagar in Gen. xvi 
‘all the way to Rev. xxii, 16, how fas- 
leinating is the record of heavenly 
| ministry by those who hearken unto 
|the voice of His word and do His 
| pleasure (Ps. ciii, 20-21). How com- 
forting the assurance of Heb. i, 14, 
|that they are still ministering to us 
and have constant access to our 
Father in heaven (Matt. xviii. 10). Im 
our last lesson, on His resurrection, 
I noticed (but, I think, did not write 
/it) that He did not show Himself 
lalike to the chief priests and to Pilate, 
jbut only to his own followers, who, 
| a8 a rule, were the lowly ones of earth, 
So here the angels come, not to any 
great ones of earth, but to those who 
as to their occupation fellowed in the 
steps of Abel. Jacob, Moses, David 
!and others. I often think of Zeph. 
\ iii, 12, “I will also leave in the midst 
‘of thee an afflicted and poor people, 
and thev shall trust in the name of 
{the Lord,” and also of Matt. v, 3, 
|Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
|theirs is the kingdom of heaven.’” 
|How precious are the “fear nots” of 
‘angels and of the Lord from Genesis 
|to Revelation! But they are only 
precious as we appropriate them and 
‘in them hear His voice to us individ 
{urlly. Does the saying “good tidings 
|of great joy” still hold good? If .so, 
‘where are the joyful people who re 
joice with joy unspeakable and live te 
jmake the tidings known to all people. 
Then hear the multitude of the 
heavenly host as they praise God and 
say, “Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will toward 
men” (verse 14). Note that ‘glory to 
God” must be first always, whether it 
be church or missionary work or indi- 
vidual service. The Lord alone must 
be exalted. We must cry, as the ser- 
aphim and cherubim do, “Holy, holy, 
holy is the Lord of Hosts!” “Holy, 
holy, holy, Lord God Almighty” (Isa. 
vi, 3; Rev. iv, 8). That will sink our 
society, denomination or church com- 
pletely out of sight if only the earth 
may be filled with His glory. All of- 
ferings, like those of the wise men, 
will then be unto Him rather tharr 
unto any particular work for the 
work’s sake.
